The most significant financial event of 
the week has been the failure of the city 
of New York to place, at :i per cent, per 
annum, a long gold loan of less than 
$3,000,000, and singularly enough, it lias 
passed almost unnoticed by the public. 
The exact amount asked for was $-2,740,

IriTandthe premium offered less than 
1 per cent. Whether this result is to he 
attributed to the dread of the $T>o,000,- 
000 debt impending over the city for the 
VcfiOjitruction of tho underground rapid 
'transit road, or to the expectation of a 
new Government bond issue, it is im- 
possible to say. The fact only remains 
that, whereas the city, six years ago, 
could and did borrow $11,000,000 at 2J 
per cent., it cannot uow borrow $3,000,- 
000 at 3 per cent. 

From present appearances, the silver 
question will not be so prominent in our 
coming Presidential campaign as it seem- 
ed likely to be a few months ago. Tho 
Democratic party, in spite of its tradi- 
tional propensity to take the immoral 
side of great national issues, shows, even 
in the extreme West and Southwest, a 
praiseworthy hesitation to declare in 
favor of paying debts with money de- 
based to half the value of that now 
current, and here in the East it is solidly 
for maintaining the present monetary 
standard. The Republicans, also, are 
nearly unanimous in their opposition to 
free coinage without international agree- 
ment, which is the same thing as being 
> it altogether, since the in-

Mtled, will of course cease, leaving the 
ork of financial instruction incomplete. 
One of the prominent fnllacies insisted 
i by the advocates of silver, which has 
sver been refuted so thoroughly as it 
ought to be, is, that the value of gold as 
money metal is derived eliietly, if not 
holly, from the legislation which rig- 
ulates its coinage and makes it a legal 
iler for the payment of debts. Hence, 
tho silveritea argue that to silver also 
could lie given any value which Congrers 
might fix, and that it could thus bo 
raised from being worth the thirtieth 
part of gold to a sixteenth or any other 
fraction. It has been very pertinently 
asked ol them, why, if the law can make' 
sixteen ounces cf silver equal in value 
of gold, it cannot make the two 
metals of equal value, ounce for ounce ; 
but to this inquiry they do not deign to 
reply. Nor have they uudertaken to 
demonstrate how the law, which can, 
indeed, prescribe in what coin debts 
shall be paid, can compel debts to be 
contracted in it. It is easy enough to 
force a creditor who has already lent 
money or sold goods to accept for his 
debt silver at the ratio of 10 to 1, but it 
is difficult, if not impossible, to compel 
i law a man who has goods yet to, sell 
gold yet to lend to part with them on 
e same terms. The legal-tender power 
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i currency theories as a part 
Administration's programme, 
ie sure that he will not do so, 
rftlier lie nor bis bimetallic colleague, 
r. Qoacben, has been appointed Chau- 
" r of the Exchequer. In Great 
In, as in this country, the chitf 
re of the agitation in behalf of silver 
..i the low prices of agricultural 
:(s. sad the couipelitiou ol silver 
umwrd countries in the mder manu- 
facturing industries. As this motive 
tails from the general Improvement, with- 
out aid from silver, ol prices and ol busi- 
ness generally, the desire lor a depreci- 
ated monetary standard wtakens there 
as it does here accordingly. 

On one account it is to be regretted 
that the debate on the merits ol free 
.allver coinage, so auspiciously begun in 
Kentucky by Secretary Carlisle and bia 
colleagues, oould not extend to all part* 
ol the oouutry, as it would if Iree silver 
were made a ualional political issue 
For never has so much falsehood and 
sophistry been poured loith on any sub- 
ject as has beeu poured forth iu behalf 
of silver, and iu advoostas have used the 
aileuce ol the friends of good faith 
honesty as proof of an inability to sn 
them. It Is true thsl, latterly, 
mendable effort, have been mads to 
dispel the errors io freely spread abroad 
by the silverites, but tbf se efforts as soon 
M it appears that they a-e no lot-ger 
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uspension of specie payments from 
lrMI'.' to 1870. The greenback served vi ry 
to pay old debts and obligations,hut 
when goods were bought with it, or 
drafts procured on gold-paying countries, 
it had a purchasing power sometimes of 
only -JO per cent, of Its face value. It 
would be the same under free coinage, 
ith the silver dollar compared to the 
gold dollar. 
That gold has a commercial value ss a 
etal equal to its present coining value, 
d that it would retain that value with- 
a small fraction If every law relating 
its use as money were repealed, has 
en most vehemently denied by many 
silverites and bimetallista. They say 
that as all vslues sre regulated by supply 
and demand, and that as the demand for 
gold to be used by money is unlimited, 
it only needs to destroy this demand to 
reduce ita value one-hair or eveu more. 
Conversely, they insist that if free coin- 
age at any agreed ratio were granted to 
silver, the demand for it thus created 
would give it a new and increased value, 
restoring it to the position which it 
cupied twenty-two years ago. All this is 
uuniitigated nonsense, at 1 proceeds from 
au ignorance of facts. 

For example, the consumption of gold 
in the arts and for manufacturing pur- 
poses, so far from being insignificant is 
very large. It has been asserted that if 
gold eeawd to lie used for money, there 
is enough of it iu existence to supply the 
demands of commeicd for a |AM 
years, and thai the freati yearly sup 
of it would glut the market and I 
the value of the metal dowu to al 
nothing. The truth, on the contrary 
and the more intelligent advocates of 
silver concede it, that the consumption 
of gold for other than coinage purp 
takes a large part of ita annual piodue 
ion, leaving only a eoiniiaiatively small 
fraction of the output to lie added t > the 
world's stock of the metal. Hence,

tained by our Director of the Mint he 
reports the amount in coining value of 
the gold and silver consumed by manu- 
facturers in this country alone, Irom istil 
to i vn inclusive, a* lollows:

It will be seen from these figures that 
in prosperous years this country alone 
consumes in manufactures an amount 
of gold f qnal to one-seventh of the aver- 
age annual supply of the hut four years, 
and of silver one-twentieth. It is only 
fair to assume that the consumption of 
lbs two metals in Great Britain, France, 
Germany, and Austria (quals, for each 
of those countries, that of ours, and add- 
ing SS much more for all other countries, 
it brings the total consumption of the 
WOrkd up to six times that of this coun- 
try alone, so that of the<iuantity annually 
produced tix sevenths of the gold and 
thiec-tenlhs of the silver is unavailable 
for coinage, leaving for that purpose one- 
seventh of the gold and seven-tenths of 

the silver. 

It Is fuii to explain thai the estimnte 
here given of the consumption of gold 
includes that of old gold and of coin, and 
that it is largi r than that of several very 
respectable authorities. Thus Prof. 
Sues* makes it only six-fourteenths in- 
stead of si x sevenths of tho annual pro- 
it at . -ii! v oiu- 1 all. Mr. Roht rt (.ill, n. 
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while the imports of gold into Great 
Ilritain from 18«!) to MM exceeded the 
cxpntaby the sum of £ I2,828,:.00, the 
net gain ol gold by the Bank of England 
during the same [wriod was hut £17,&"0,- 
000, leaving a bainnce of nearly $2">,0t0.- 
, or $I2.-.,000,000 to he accounted for. 
t of this no doubt went into circula- 
i, hut a larger part also must have 
been consumed by jewellers and manu- 
facturers. 

Another important fact overlooked by 
the less well-informed silverites is that 
the cold converted into coin is not con- 
sumed iu the sense in which the metal 
is consumed when it is applied to artistic 
or manufacturing purposes. Gold coin 
remains as fully in the market and is as 
available for purchase as it was while it 
bullion. Coining adds only a trifle 
to ita cost, and except when it is worn to 
as to loso weight, it is a matter of fact 
matted over again in large quantities and 
manufactured like gold bullion. On the 
other hand, w hen gold is worked up into 
ornaments, or is used by dentista, or is 
beaten into leaves for gilding, it cesses 
to he available as manufacturing material 
Labor ami thill have added to it a value 
too great lor it to be treated in this way. 
Hence, while of the stock of gold iu the 
world that which has been coined is still 
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manufactured is useless for coining, 
same proposition is also true of 
silver ; but, as the quantity of silver an- 
nually converted into forms which it is 
too costly to destroy is only, as it would 
appear, :so per cent, of the annual pro- 
duction, the coinage of Hie remainder 
could not have the effect of so diminiih 
ing the supply ol it as greatly to increase 
its value. In the shape ot dollars it 
would still be bullion in small pieces, 
but it would lie no more consumed than 
it woa before.— N. Y. Sun.
